Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legis-  ot  8ppe»ia. 
lative  Assembly  of  tbe  Terrkory  of  Utah,  That  appeals 
shall  be  allowed  from  the  Mayor  and  Alderman's 
Courts  of  said  city  to  the  Probate  Court  of  Great  Salt 
Lake  County,  under  the  same  regulations  and  restric- 
tions as  are  ur  may  be  provided  for  appeals  from 
Justices  of  ihe  Peace  to  the  Probate  Court.

To  Establish  a  Road  in  Davis,  Weber  and  Box  Elder  CoiinHes.   Jar,  lo,  isea. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legis- 
lative Assembly  of  the  Territory  of  LTtali,  That  the 
Territorial  Pioad  Commissioner  is  hereby  authorized 
and  required  to  locate  a  road  on  the  most  feasible  route; 
beginning  at  or  near  Lay  ton's  residence  in  DavisCounty; 
thence  northwardly,  crossing  the  Weber  river  beluw. 
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its  junction  with  Ogden  river;  thence,  still  northward, 
on  the  most  direct  route  practicable,  till  it  shall  inter- 
sect the  present  Territorial  road  at  the  most  convenient 
point  south  of  Willow  Creek  in  Box  Elder  County. 
Approved  Jan.  JO,  1862.

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted-  by  the  Governor  and  Legis- 
^  lative  Assembly  of  the  Territory  of  Utah^  That  "An 
act  granting  to  Lewis  Eobison  and  Joshua  Terry  the 
right  of  building  a  toll  bridge  across  Green  river,"  ap- 
proved Jan.  18,  1861,  be  amended  so  as  to  extend  the 
time  of  completing  said  bridge  for  the  term  cf  one 
year. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  said  Eobison  and  Terry  shall  have 
the  privilege  of  establishing  and  controlling  a  ferry 
across  Green  river,  in  accordance  V?ith  "An  act  grant- 
ing unto  Isaac  Bullock  and  Lewis  Robison  the  right  to 
erect  and  control  ferries  on  Green  river,"  approved 
Jan.  17,  IS 59,  until  the  completion  of  said  toll  bridge.

Sec.  1.     Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legis-    Election  cfsa- 
lative  Assembly  of  the   Territory  of  Utah,  That  the^'''"''"^'"^' 
Superintendent  of  Common  Schools  for  the  Territory  of 
Utah  shall  hereafter  be  elected  by  the  joint  vote  of  the 
Legislative  Assembly,  and  shall  make  his  report  annu-    ^■^°'''* 
^lly  to  the  Legislative  Assembly  during  the  first  week 
of  its  session. 

/  Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Territorial  Super-  °''"''" 
intendent  to  keep  a  faithful  record  of  the  condition  of 
common  schools  throughout  the  Territory,  as  reported 
(0  him  by  the  County  Superintendents,  and  to  furnish 
each  County  Superintendent  -with  a  blank  record, 
headed  according  to   "form  for  school  trustees,"  and 
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also  "form  of  scTiool  teacher's  report/'  as  described  lU 
*'An  act  creating  the  office  of  County  Superintendents 
©f  Common  Schools,"  etc.,  approved  Jan.  20,  1860. 

Sec.  3,  The  County  Superintendents  shall  enter  in 
iuiendents?^^*'''"saidf  record  every  official  return  made  to  them  by 
school  trustees  and  school  teachers,  and  keep  the  sama 
m  their  offices  subject  to  the  ijispection  of  the  Terri- 
toiial  Superintendent  and  the  County  Courts  of  their 
respective  counties;  and  the  auditor  of  public  accounts 
iiS  authorized,  on  the  order  of  the  Territorial  Superin- 
tendent to  issue  warrants  on  the  Territorial  Treasurer, 
to  defray  the  cost  of  said  records,  payable  out  of  any 
moneys  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

Sec.  4.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and 
after  the  date  of  its  approval,  and  that  so  much  of  sec- 
tion one  of  an  act  entitled  "An  act  relating  to  common 
schools,"  approved  Dec.  30,  1864,  as  aonflicts  with  this 
act,  is  hereby  repealed.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  As-- 
sembly  of  the  Territory  of  Utali,  That  the  County  seat 
of  Juab  County  is  hereby  located  at  Nephi  city,  in  said. 
County.

AN  ACT 

.Tan.  16, 1862/  Providing  for  a  Poll  Tax  for  Road  Pur j)oses.. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legis- 
lative Assembly  of  the  Territory  of  Utah,  That  each 
County  Court  shall,  at  its  next  March  term,  district  its 
swervuora  respective  County  into  as  many  portions  as  may,  in  its 
judgment,  render  it  convenient  to  carry  out  the  pro- 
provisions  of  tbis  act  most  effectively  fur  the  general 
good,  and  appoint  a  Supervisor  for  each  district.     It, 
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stall  require  annually  a  poll  tax,  not  to  exceed  two 
day's  labor,  or  one  and  a  half  dollars  per  day  in  lien 
thereof,  of  every  able-bodied  male  inhabitant  over  six- 
teen and  under  fifty  years  of  age;  said  labor  to  be  per- 
formed upon  any  Territorial  or  County  road  within  the 
limits  of  the  County,  under  the  direction  of  their  re- 
spective Supervisors;  and  all  means,  other  than  labor, 
accruing  from  said  tax,  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Super- 
visor of  the  district,  to  be  by  him  expended  to  the  best 
advantage  upon  the  roads  aforesaid,  after  reserving 
therefrom  an  amount  sufficient  to  remunerate  himself 
for  his  services  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  2,  Each  Supervisor  shall  give  bonds,  with 
security,  to  be  approved  by  the  Probate  Judge  or  Clerk 
of  the  County  Court,  payable  to  the  people  of  their  re- 
spective counties,  for  a  sum  not  exceeding  five  hundred 
dollars,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties  ac- 
cording to  the  requirements  of  this  act,  which  bond 
shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  County 
Court,  and  shall  receive  the  sum  of  tv/o  dollars  for  each 
day's  faithful  service  in  the  duties  of  his  office,  to  be 
paid  out  of  the  poll  tax  of  his  district. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  County  Court  to 
furnish  each  Supervisor  with  a  suitable  book  for  his 
official  accounts,  containing  a  list  of  poll  tax  payers 
within  his  district,  so  near  as  may  be,  together  with  a 
statement  of  the  amount  of  poll  tax  required  of  each 
person  liable  under  the  first  section  of  this  act,  to  which 
the  Supervisor  is  authurized  and  required  to  add  the 
names  of  all  persons  within  his  district  thus  liable, 
whose  names  may  have  been  omitted. 

Sec.  4.  Each  Supervisor  shall,  at  his  discretion,  Powers 
notify  so  many  persons  whose  names  are  on  his  list,  as 
he  may  deem  practicable  to  appear  at  such  time  and 
place  as  their  services  may  be  required,  with  appro- 
priate tools  for  the  kind  of  work  to  be  performed,  giving 
the  parties  at  least  three  days'  notice  of  such  require- 
ment. When  teams  may  be  required,  the  Supervisor 
shall  negotiate  for  the  same  at  an  equitable  rate. 

Sec.  5.  Any  person  notified,  as  provided  by  section 
four,  desirous  of  making  other  pay  than  labor,  may 
give  the  Supervisor  notice  accordingly,  and  if  he  pay 
the  amount  of  his  tax  for  the  current  vear  before  the 
day  he  has  been  required  to  perform  the  labor,  ho 
shall  be  justified  in  non-appearancej  hut,  otherwise, 
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the  Supervisor  may,  as  such,  sue  and  collect  the  same 
as  an  action  of  debt,  and  no  property  shall  be  exempt 
from  execution  on  judgment  so  recovered. 
Report.  Sec.  6.     Each   Supervisor   shall,  at   the  December 

term  of  the  County  Court,  annually,  make  a  full  report 
to  said  Court  of  the  amount  of  labor  performed;  the 
amount  collected  in  other  means,  and  in  what  manner 
expended,  with  the  amount  and  kind  of  means  on 
hand.

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legis- 
Attaciiments.  lative  Assembly  of  the  Territory  of  Utah,  That  when 
any  action,  founded  upon  contract,  expressed  or  im- 
plied, shall  have  been  commenced,  or  is  about  being 
commenced,  the  plaintiff  may  have  the  property  of  the 
defendant  (not  exempt  from  execution)  attached,  as  a 
security  for  the  satisfaction  of  such  judgment,  as  he 
may  recover  as  hereinafter  provided.

tory, or  has  departed,  or  is  about  to  depart  therefrom, 
■with  the  intent  to  defraud  his  creditors,  or'to  avoid  the 
service  of  a  summons,  that  he  has  assigned,  secreted  or 
disposed  of,  or  is  about  to  assign,  secrete,  or  dispose  of 
his  property,  or  any  part  thereof,  with  the -intent  to 
defraud  his  creditors. 
Bonu'.  Sec.  4.     Before    issuing   a   writ   of  attachment  the 

-plaintiff  shall  execute  a  bond,  with  one  or  more  suffi- 
cient sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the  justice  of  the 
peace,  judge,  or  clerk  of  the  court,  in  which  the  actioa 
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Is  brought,  in  a  sum  not  less  ttan,  nor  exceeding  trebls 
the  amount  claimed,  provided  that  no  bond  shall  be 
taken  for  a  sum  less  than  one  hundred  dollars,  condi- 
tioned that,  if  the  defendant  recovers  judgment,  the 
plaintiff  will  pay  all  costs  that  may  be  av?arded  to  the 
defendant  and  all  damages  which  he  may  sustain  by 
reason  of  the  attachment.  The  bond  shall  be  filed 
with  the  proceedings  in  the  case,  and  shall  be  for  the 
use  of  any  person  injured  by  the  proceedings. 

Sec.  5.     If  the  attachment  was  wrongfully  sued  out,     Suit  on. 
suit  may  be  brought  on  such  bonds  before  the  princi- 
pal suit  is  determined. 

Sec.  6.  The  writ  of  attachment  shall  be  issued  by  ■""'!'• 
the  clerk  of  the  court  or  justice,  as  the  case  may  be, 
and  directed  to  the  Sheriff  or  other  proper  officer  of  the 
court,  and  shall  require  him  to  attach  and  safely  keep 
all  the  property  of  such  defendant,  not  exempt  from 
execution,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  sufficient  to 
satisfy  the  plaintiff's  demand,  as  stated  in  the  com- 
plaint, together  with  cost  of  suit. 

Sec.  7.     The  officer  shall  execute  such  writ  and  take    Po3ge.=8ioa   ot 
into  his  possession  all  property  capable  of  manual  de-  p^'^p'^'^'J'' 
liverv,  and  giving  the  defouda,nt,  if  to  be  found,  notice 
of  such  attachment. 

Sec.  8.     The  officer  shall  note  on  the  writ,  the  day,     Return, 
month  and  year,  when  the  attachment  was  made,  and 
shall  make    a  full  inventory  of  the   property  attached, 
and  forthwith  return  the  same  with  the  writ  of  attach- 
ment. 

Sec.  9.  If  any  of  tlie  property  attached  be  perish-  saie, 
able,  the  officer  shall  sell  the  same  in  the  manner  in 
which  property  is  sold  on  execution.  The  proceeds 
thereof  and  otlier  property  attached  shall  be  retained 
by  him.  to  answer  any  judgment  that  may  be  recovered 
in  the  action,  unless  it  be  delivered  over  as  prescribed 
in  the  next  section.  Debts  due  the  defendant  may  be 
attached  and  collected,  if  the  same  can  be  done  with- 
out suit,  and  the  receipt  of  the  officers  attaching  the 
game,  shall  be  -sufficient,  discharge  for  the  amount 
paid. 

Sec.  10.     The   officer  shall  deliver  any  of  the  pro-    Delivery, 
perty  to  the  defendant,  or  to  any  other  person  claiming 
it,,  and  in  whose   possession   it  was   attached,  upon  his 
giving  a  written  undertaking,  therefor^  executed  by  one

1st.  By  paying  to  the  plaintiff  the  proceeds  of  all 
sales  of  perishable  property  sold  by  him,  or 
of  any  debts  due  collected  by  him,  or  so 
much  as  shall  be  necessary  to  satisfy  the 
judgment, 

2d.  If  any  balance  remain  due,  and  an  execution 
shall  have  been  issued  on  the  judgment,  he 
shall  sell,  under  the  execution,  so  much  of 
the  property,  real  or  personal,  as  maybe 
necessary  to  satisfy  the  balance,  if  enough 
for  that  purpose  remain  in  his  hands.  No- 
tice of  the  sales  shall  be  given,  and  the 
sales  conducted  as  in  other  cases  of  sales 
on  executions. 

Sec.  13.  If,  after  selling  all  the  property  attached 
Balance.  ]^y  jjjp^^  remaining  in  his  hands,  and  applying  the  pro- 
ceeds to  the  payment  of  the  judgment  and  costs,  any 
balance  shall  remain  due,  the  Sheriff  or  other  officer 
shall  proceed  to  collect  such  balance  as  upon  an  execu- 
tion in  other  cases.  Whenever  the  judgment  and  all 
the  cost  in  the  proceedings  shall  have  been  paid,  the 
Sherift'  or  other  officer  shall  deliver  over  to  the  de- 
fendant the  residue  of  the  attached  property,  or  the 
proceeds  thereof. 
Ducharge.  See.  14.     If  the  defendant  recover  judgment  against 

the  plaintiff,  any  undertaking  received  in  the  action,  all 
the  proceeds  of  sales  and  money  collected  by  the  offi- 
cer, and  all  the  property  attached  remaining  in  his 
hands  shall  be  delivered  to  the  defendant  or  his  agent, 
and  the  attachment  shall  be  discharged.

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Sec.  15.     The  defendant  may  also,  at  any  time  1)6-  Appiic«tion  xo?. 
fore  the  time  for  answering  expires,  apply,  on  motion 
to  the  court  or  judge,  to  discharge  the   attachment  oa 
the  ground  that  the  writ  was  improperly  issued. 

Sec.  16,  If  the  motion  be  made  upon  affida'vit  on 
fhe  part  of  the  defendant,  but  not  otherwise,  ihe  plain- 
tiff may  oppose  the  same  by  affidavits  or  other  evidence 
in  addition  to  those  on  whiidi  the  writ  of  attachment 
was  issued.  If,  upon  such  application,  it  shall  satis- 
factorily appear  that  such,  writ  was  improperly  issued, 
it  shall  be  discharo-ed.

Sec.  17.  When  th-e  writ  of  attachment  shall  be  fully 
executed,  the  officer  shall  return  the  same,  with  his 
proceedings  thereon,  to  the  court  in  which  the  action 
was  brought. 

Sec.  18.  When  an  action  is  commenced,  or  is  about 
to  be  commenced,  and  the  plaintiff  is  entitled  to  a  writ 
of  attachment  against  the  property  and  effects  of  the 
defendant;  or,  when  judgment  has  been  recovered  in 
any  action,  and,  upon  execution,  sufficient  property  of 
jihe  defendant  cannot  be  found  to  satisfy  such  execu- 
tion, the  plaintiff  may  file  a  complaint  in  the  court  In 
■which  the  action  is  brought,  against  any  person  as 
garnishee,  setting  forth  that  such  person  has  property 
of  the  defendant  in  his  possession;  or  that  he  is  in- 
debted to  said  defendant,  and  the  facts  in  relation 
thereto,  a  summons  shall  thereupon  issue  to  said  gar- 
nishee reciting  tlio  above  facts,  and  requiring  him  to 
appear  and  answer  the  complaint,  or  that  judgment  by 
default  will  be  taken  against  him  as  in  ordinary  cases. 

Sec.  19.  The  subsequent  pleadings  and  proceedings 
in  an  action  against  the  garnishee  shall  be,  in  all  re- 
spects, as  between  a  plaintiff  and  defendant  in  a  similar 
action. 

Sec.  20.  If,  upon  trial  it  shall  appear  that  the  gar- 
nishee is  possessed  of  property  or  effects  of  the  defend-  judgment, 
ant,  or  is  indebted  to  the  defendant  upon  the  value  of 
such  property  or  effects,  or  the  amount  of  such  debt 
being  ascertained,  judgment  may  be  rendered  against 
the  garnishee  for  the  proper  amount.  The  court  may 
make  the  garnishee  a  reasonable  allowance  for  hi^ 
trouble  in  the  case,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  fund  (\\iq  j^ 
his  hands,  but  in  no  case  slaall  final  judgment  be  ren- 
dered against  the  garnishee  until  there  sh2i]l  be  final 
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judgment  against  the  defendant,  and  in  no  case  for  a 
greater  amount  than  that  claimed  by  the  plaintiff. 

Sec.  21.  Whenever  any  property,  effects  or  money 
belonging,  or  debts  owing  to  the  defendant,  shall,  as 
aforesaid,  be  found  to  be  in  the  possession  of  the  gar- 
nishee, he  may,  at  any  time  before  final  judgment,  dis- 
charge himself  by  delivering  the  same  to  the  Sheriflf  or 
other  proper  officer,  but  execution  shall  not  be  awarded 
against  the  garnishee  for  any  debt  until  the  same  shall 
become  due. 

Sec.  22.  No  Territorial  or  County  Treasurer  shall 
be  hable  as  such  to  answer  as  garnishee  for  any  moneys 
in  his  possession. 

Sec.  23.  "An  act  governing  writs  of  attachments 
and  capias,"  approved  jiarch  3,  1852,  is  hereby  re- 
pealed.

In  relaiion  to  the  Compilation  and  Revision  of  the  Laws  and 
Resolutions  in  force  in  Utah  Territory,  and  embodying  certain 
Amendments. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  bv  the  Governor  and  Leo-isla- 
live  Assembly  of  the  Territory  of  Utah,  That  the  fol- 
lowing digest  of  the  laws,  with  the  amendments  and 
alterations  therein  specified,  is  hereby  declared  valid  in 
law. 

Sec.  2.  All  laws  and  resolutions,  except  those  enact- 
ed during  the  session  of  1861-62,  not  included  in  the 
following  list,  are  hereby  declared  repealed,  obsolete, 
or  not  necessary  to  reprint.  In  said  list  "Book  ],"  is 
the  revised  laws  of  the  session  of  1854-5;  "Book  2"  is 
the  laAvs  of  the  session  of  1855  6;  "Book  3"  is  the  laws 
of  the  session  of  1856  7;  "Book  4"  is  the  law^s  of  the 
session  of  1858-9:  "Book  5''  is  the  laws  of  the  session 
pf  1859-60;  and  "Book  6"  is  the  laws  of  the  session 
pf  1860-01,

Jan.  17, 1862.  gec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legis- 
lative Assembly  of  the  Territory  of  Utah,  That  Brig- 
ham  Young,  sen.,  Daniel  H.  Wells,  George  A.  Smith, 
Alonzo  H.  Raleigh,  Thomas  Box,  George  B.  "Wallace, 
Enoch  Reese,  Jesse  W.  Fox,  and  Wilford  Woodruff, 
with  their  associates  and  successors,  be,  and  the  same 
are  hereby  made  and  constituted  a  body  corporate,  for 
the  purposes  hereinafter  specified,  under  the  name  and 
title  of  "The  Jordan  Irrigation  Company,"  and  by  that 

Corporators,  name  and  title  they  and  their  successors  shall  have 
succession  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  during 
the  pleasure  of  the  Legislature,  with  power  to  contract, 
and  be  contracted  with,  to  he  and  be  sued  in  all  agtions 
at  law  and  in  equity,  in  any  court  having  eompetentt 
jurisdiction;  to  purchase  and  hold  personal  property 
and  real  estate;  to  sell  and  transfer  the  same,  and  to 
do  and  perform  any  and  all  other  acts  in  their  corpor- 
ate name,  that  any  individual  can,  or  has  a  lawful 
right  to  do;  to  make  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  to 
alter  the  same  at  pleasure;  and  to  do  all  other  acts 
necessary  for  the  proper  exercise  of  the  powers  con- 
ferred, and  the  regulation  of  the  privileges  granted  in 
this  act. 

Sec,  2.  The  aforesaid  company  shaD  have  the  right 
and  privilege,  and  the  same  are  hereby  conferred,  to 
erect  and  construct  a  dam  or  dams  across  the  Jordan 
river,  and  take  out  the  waters  on  both  sides  thereof,  at 
a  point  about  half  a  mile  above  the  bridge,  across  said 

Rights.  river,  on  North  Temple  street,  in  Great  Salt  Lake  City, 

and  conduct  the  same  in  a  suitable  canal  or  canals,  oa 
the  most  practicable  route  or  routes,  in  said  city  and 
Great  Salt  Lake  County,  as  far  as  it  may  be  necessary 
or  expedient,  to  water  or  irrigate  lands:  Provided, 
said  company  be  held  responsible  for  any  damage  done 
thereby. 


Powers. 
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Prerogative- 


Sec.  3.  The  company  shall  have  the  entire  control 
and  management  of  all  the  waters  thus  taken  out,  and 
may  use  the  same  for  the  irrigation  of  lands,  for  mills 
and  machinery  of  any  kind,  and  all  other  lawful  pur- 
poses whatsoever,  may  sell,  lease,  and  dispose  of  the 
same,  or  any  portion  thereof,  for  any  or  all  of  the  above 
purposes,  on  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  parlies 
may  agree,  and  may  levy  and  collect  a  per  centage  on 
all  lands  benefited  by  said  waters,  or  by  the  construc- 
tion of  the  dam  belonging  to  said  company.

Each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  every 
share  paid  in,  at  all  meetings  of  business  requiring  a 
vote,  and  at  all  general  and  special  election  of  ofiictu's 
of  the  company:  Provided,  always,  that  each  absentee 
shall  have  the  right  to  vote  by  proxy  in  writing.  Cer- 
tificates of  stock  shall  be  issued  by  tke  directors  of  the 
company  to  those  who  have  paid  for  shares  or  half 
shares,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  Secretary.  The 
same  may  be  transferred  by  registering  the  transfer  on 
the  company's  books,  otherwise  no  transfer  of  stock 
shall  be  deemed  valid. 

Sec.  S.  The  officers  of  this  company  shall  consist  of 
a  President,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  and  five  Directors, 
whose  term  of  office  shall  be  two  years  from  the  da'te  of 
their  election,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  duly 
f^lected  and  qualified.  They  shall  take  the  oath  of

By  public  notice  being  given,  the  aforesaid 
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company  are  hereby  authorized  to  hold  a  meeting  on  the 
fourth  Monday  of  January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  sixty-two,  to  elect  persons  to  the  aforesaid  offices; 
and  every  two  years  thereafter,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  board  of  officers  then  acting,  to  call,  by  public  notice, 
a  similar  meeting  for  the  same  purpose. 

Sec.  7.  AVhenever  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  offices, 
Vacancy.  ^7  death,  inability.,  removal  from  the  Territory,  resig- 
nation, or  any  other  cause,  the  remaining  members  of 
the  board  may  fill  such  vacancy,  by  appointment,  until 
the  next  election.

All  judicial  proceedings  pending  in  any 
county  previous  to  the  publication  of  this  Act,  are  here- 
by continued  in  full  force  and  virtue,  and  shall  be  ad- 
judicated and  determined  in  the  county  in  which  they 
are  included  by  the  passage  of  this  Act.

the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  Recorder  and  Marshal  for  each 
incorporated  city;  one  copy  of  the  Laws  to  the  com- 
mandant of  the  Nauvoo  Legion,  the  commandants  of 
each  Division,  Brigade,  Eegiment  and  Battalion  and 
their  respective  statl'-officers;  and  two  copies  of  tho 
Laws  and  Journals  to  each  public  library  in  the  Terrr* 
tory. 

When  the  Laws  of  the  Territory  are  published,  as 
comprised  in  "An  act  in  relation  to  the  Laws  and  Reso- 
lutions in  force  in  Utah  Territory,  and  embodying  cer- 
tain amendments,"  the  same  disposition  as  herein 
made  for  the  Laws  of  this  session  shall  be  made  thereof, 
and  the  remaining  volumes  kept  on  hand  for  th«  furthor 
disposition  of  the  Legislative  Assembly.

Gentlemen: 

Your  Memorialists,  the  Governor  and  Legislative 
Assembly  of  the  Territory  of  Utah,  respectfully  pray 
your  honorable  body  to  provide  for  the  construction  of 
a  national  Central  Railroad  from  Omaha,  Nebraska 
Territory,  by  way  of  Great  Salt  Lake  City  to  San  Fran- 
cisco, California. 

Your  Memorialists  are  thoroughly  convinced  that 
the  material  interests  of  our  great  republic  would  be 
greatly  enhanced  by  the  construction  of  said  road,  and 
that  the  perpetuity  would  be  insured  thereby,  as  the 
mineral  resources  of  the  Rocky,  Wasatch,  lIuml)oldt 
and  Sierra  Nevada  Mountains,  can  never  be  fully  de- 
veloped without  its  construction,  and  that  upon  its 
completion,  the  large  trade  with  China  and  the  East 
Indies  would  pass  directly  through  the  heart  of  the 
continent,  giving  our  citizens  almost  the  entire  control 
of  the  Pacific  and  Asiatic  commerce,  pouring  into  the 
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lap  of  the  Union  tbe  millions  that  are  nmv  diverted 
through  other  commercial  channels;  and  last,  though 
not  least,  the  road  herein  proposed  would  be  a  per- 
petual chain  of  mutual  interest  or  iron  band  that  would 
effectually  hold  together  our  glorious  Union  with  an 
imperishable  identity  of  mutual  interests,  consolidating 
our  relations  at  home  and  with  foreign  powers;  and,  in 
times  of  war,  securing  our  borders  from  invasion  or  in- 
surrection by  the  speedy  transmfssion  of  troops,  sup- 
plies and  all  other  necessary  appliances  of  war  in  case 
of  public  danger. 

The  early  attention  of  Congress  to  this  important 
subject,  fraught  as  it  is  with  the  deepest  interests  to 
every  one  who  desires  to  preserve  the  integrity  intact 
of  the  Federal  Union,  is  respectfully  solicted,  and  your 
Memorialists,  as  in  duty  bound,  will  ever  pray.

Whei-eas,  the  rapid  increase  of  population  in  this 
Territory  calls  loudly  for  that  form  of  government  be- 
queathed to  us  by  our  revered  sires,  viz.;  that  of  a 
Sovereign  State,  and, 

Whereas,  the  inhabitants  of  this  Territory  far  exceed 
in  number  some  of  the  States  at  the  time  of  their  ad- 
mission, and,  as  our  isolated  condition  renders  it  of  the 
highest  importance  that  the  administrators  of  the  law 
should  be  those  who  are  permanently  domiciled  here, 
having  their  whole  interests  with  the  people  over  whom 
they  are  called  to  preside,  and, 

Whereas,  the  people  of  this  oasis  in  the  great  desert 
of  the  west,  are  unanimously  resolved  to  support  the 
flag  of  our  Union,  and  to  preserve  inviolate   the  Con- 
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stitution    purchased    by    the    l)lood   of    our   patriotic 
fathei-s, 

Therefore,  your  ilemorialists  earnestly  pray  your 
honorable  body,  at  an  early  date,  to  take  favorable  ac- 
tion, by  admitting  Utah  into  the  Union  upon  an  equal 
footing  with  the  original  family  of  States,  and  your  Me- 
morialists, as  in  duty  bound,  will  ever  pray. 


Note. — To  the  above  Memorial  the  following  explanation 
was  appended  by  ihe  Executive:  "As  it  appears  to  me  to  be 
contrary  to  the  best  usag:e  to  submit  a  Mea.orial  to  Congiress 
for  the  purpose  herein  indicated,  without  an  accompanying 
Constitution,  or,  at  least,  an  allusion  to  such  an  instrument 
previously  submitted,  to  afford  a  basis  for  Congressional  ac- 
tion, I  am  compelled  to  view  this  Memorial  in  the  light  of  an 
application  for  authority  to  take  the  initiatory  steps  prepara- 
tory to  admission  as  a  Sovereign  State,  which  would  be  the 
formation  of  a  State  Constitution,  and  accordingly  declare  the 
same  approved.

To  Remit  tlie  Direct  Tax  Jpportioned  lo  Utah^erritory.  Jan.  it.  lyes. 

To  the  Honorable,  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives in  Congress  assembled: 

Gentlemen: 

Your  Memorialists,  the  Governor  and  Legislative 
Assembly  of  the  Territory  of  Utah,  respectfully  repre- 
sent, that  the  people  of  this  Territory  are  far  removed 
from  the  natural  channels  of  commerce,  and  thus  they 
have  no  market  for  their  surplus  products,  and,  as  they 
are  of  necessity  obliged,  at  vast  expense,  to  import 
large  quantities  of  merchandise,  which,  in  the  present 
undeveloped  state  of  their  resources,  they  are  unable 
to  manufacture,  there  is  a  constant  drain  of  money 
from  the  Territory,  without  any  corresponding  source 
of  supply,  and  as,  for  causes  enumerated,  they  have 
not  been  able  to  collect,  the  past  year,  above  two  per 
cent,  of  the  Territorial  revenue  in  specie;  and  as,  on 
account  ol  the  desert  and  mountainous  character  of  the 
Territory,  and  the  infrequency  of  places  capable  of  bus- 
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taining  population,  their  settlements  are  widely  scat- 
tered, and  large  sums  are  annually  required  to  keep 
the  roads  from  becoming  impassable;  and,  as  the 
Legislative  Assembly  have  assumed  the  quota  of  the 
direct  tax  apportioned  to  this  Territory,  and,  in  aid  of 
its  collection,  have  prohibited  the  levying  of  all  city  and 
county  taxes,  to  enable  the  people  to  pay  the  said  tax, 
thereby  paralyzing  many  useful  and  necessary  enter- 
prises, 

Therefore,  we  respectfully  ask  your  honorable  body 
to  remit  that  part  of  the  direct  tax  laid  upon  the  Terri- 
tory of  Utah,  and,  as  in  duty  bound,  your  petitioners 
will  ever  pray.
